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WINTER HARBOR SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


The Winter Harbor elementary school program can be mater- 
ially improved without too big a cash outlay, providing you are will- 
ing to accept some renovation within the present school building in- 
stead of adding classrooms to it. 


In view of your pupil enrollment trend it would seem advisable 
to make the most of what you have for the time being and plan 
bigger only when your pupil registrations warrant it. 


The number of Navy children enrolled in your schools seems 
to be on the decrease if we compare their number with last year. 
Of course, this could be drastically changed the other way without 
too much notice. Your local pupil registrations show no big increase 
trend. You can see from the chart just what the grade enrollments 
are for the current year. 


If the present building is to be used for the next few years 
without an addition of extra rooms, I would suggest partition changes 
inside, so as to make better use of the available space and a continua- 
tion of playground improvements to permit separate adequately 
equipped play areas for at least the following levels: primary, inter- 
mediate, and grammar. 


Your school committee is recommending a budget of $8,299.75; 
showing a decrease of $875.25 as compared with last year’s appropri- 
ation. This budget figure does not allow for building changes and 
playground outlay. These items can be handled under separate articles 
of the warrant if approved. You are reminded that some kind of build- 
ing changes are needed if you are to get away from the departmental- 
ized plan of teaching which is not too satisfactory under present con- 
ditions, and is approved by the State Department of Education on a 
year by year basis, pending changes to come. 


You will recall that Mr. Ronco and Mrs. Gerrish divide the 
teaching duties for grades 4-8. Mrs. Gerrish uses the small library 
(office) and teaches Reading, Spelling, Penmanship, Social Studies 
and Health. Mr. Ronco uses the main room upstairs, and teaches 
Arithmetic, Language and Science. A better arrangement would be 
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to separate this group by grades with the principal teaching grades 
6-7-8 and Mrs. Gerrish teaching grades 4-5. This is not possible now 
due to the limited space of the small office classroom. 


The possible changes within the building would be: 


1. To install a partition from the doorway entrance to the 
opposite wall, making two classrooms out of the present main room 
In order to enlarge the classroom on the western end of the building 
it would be necessary to take out the partition between the main room 
and the present so-called library room, temporarily used as a class- 
room by Mrs. Gerrish. It would be necessary to raise the floor of the 
small classroom to bring it up to the level of the main room, to make 
one large classroom at this end of the building. A sound-proof par- 
tition would be installed to reduce the noise between the two rooms. 


2. The primary room downstairs would be enlarged by taking 
out the present partition in the front of the room and by eliminating 
the dressing room and entrance to the girls’ basement. It would also 
be necessary to put in a sound-proof partition between the two down- 
stairs rooms. 


3. The girls’ basement should be moved from its present loca- 
tion to another place in the basement providing for more and better 
facilities. It would be necessary to have a new entrance to the base- 
ment - - possibly one at the rear of the building. 


4, A sink and bubbler be installed in each of the downstairs 
classrooms for the smaller pupils. 


5. Each of the downstairs classrooms have an exit door allow- 
ing entrance and egress from both rooms. 


All these improvements need not be done in one year. Perhaps 
a 3-5 year plan might better solve the problem of adequate school 
housing of your children while giving you more time to study the 
matter.

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FLANDER BAY COMMUNITY SCHOOL DISTRICT REPORT 


The Flanders Bay Community School District financial report 
covers a period from January 26, 1953 to January 22, 1954 for its 
first full fiscal year of operation. 


You will note the books were closed with an unexpended 
balance of $12,742.18, $8,500.00 of which will be carried as a reserve 
fund to cover payroll expenses from February to April. The remaining 
$4,242.18 will be carried forward as a surplus and absorbed in next 
year’s budget. This year’s per pupil cost to the participating towns for 
operating expenses (not debt account) was $347.00. 


The accompanying recommended budget for the 1954-55 fiscal 
year totals $52,000.18 for the operating phase of the program for a 
per pupil cost of $304.00, which results in a decrease to the area of 
$6,072.00 when compared with last year’s total assessment. 


This financial statement covers the full operation of the district 
including the affairs of both the Superintending School Committee 
and the Board of Trustees in so far as tax money is concerned. Else- 
where you will find reports dealing with the High School’s extra- 
curricular finances and income received from donations and sale of 
bonds by the Flanders Bay Athletic Association and expended toward 
the completion of the gym. 


The problem of completing Sumner High School to the extent 
of having gymnasium and auditorium facilities available loomed big 
and almost insurmountable a year ago. Almost everyone conceded it 
was only one-half a school with just the classroom unit in use and 
there was some agreement that a gym and auditorium would pay for 
itself once it was in use. The problem then facing these neighbors of 
yours - how to get a $75,000.00 addition to the school without access 
to the tax dollar - and, if not able to complete, how to bring it far 
enough along to make it self liquidating. 


The extra effort to get something done resolved itself into two 
possibilities of action. First, to go after donations and second, to 
borrow by means of bonds floated by a private corporation to be 
known as the Flanders Bay Athletic Association. Both ideas were fol- 
lowed through to the extent that a gymnasium does exist and is being 
used. The total construction cost to date is approximately $60,000.00 
with about $40,000.00 being realized from gifts and $20,000.00 from 
the sale of gym bonds. It is estimated that another $15,000.00 will be 
needed to complete the facilities. 


The gym has not yet begun to earn money to pay on its debt 
which is $2,000.00 this year. The prospects are better for another 
year although this a matter of all-out community support and not just 
the worry of a few who spearheaded the undertaking. 


To date no one has objected to the use of free money (dona- 
tions) but there is some disagreement concerning the prudence of 
the gym bond issue. However, without it the gym could not have been 
brought to its present state of completion. With your backing it can 
pay off its own indebtedness and at the same time provide adequate 
facilities for school and community use. 


The boys and girls of Sumner High are very proud of their 
gym. This “lift” in spirit can’t be measured in dollars and cents. It is 
more a matter of feeling of pride, maybe ambition. You have given 
each one something extra special - because of it, his aim may be just | 
a bit higher as he looks into the future. At any rate, it’s a good risk, 
isn’t it? 

In closing, I wish to pay tribute to the men and women who 
operate Sumner High School. Your principal, coach, teachers, janitor, 
bus drivers and cafeteria cooks are competent individuals, each a 
specialist in his own field. Each of these people has an exceptional 
knack for getting along one with another and with your sons and 
daughters. They have my full confidence and I am sure, yours. Their 
morale is high. Let’s keep it that way through loyal support of their 
efforts.

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SUMNER MEMORIAL HIGH SCHOOL 


A sincere desire on the part of the people in the Flanders Bay 
Area to make available to their children the advantages of a larger 
school resulted in the opening of Sumner Memorial High School in 
1952. The purpose of this report is to summarize the educational ac- 
complishments of the past one and one-half years. 


The advantages of a larger staff, specialized courses and an ex- 
panded extra-curricular program have been established beyond all 
doubt throughout the nation, but Sumner’s status as it pertains to 
these fields should herein be reviewed. 


We live in an area where vocations are extremely diversified, 
but for the most part manual in character. The new industrial arts 
program is filling a real need for the young men today. A graduate of 
the program has a basic knowledge of mechanics, electricity, metal 
working and woodworking. He has had the opportunity to use the 
tools in these trades and, though not a skilled craftsman, can enter into 
any of the manual arts vocations with a reasonable assurance of suc- 
cess—dependent upon his native ability and desire to succeed. 


The Home Economics courses available to your daughters will 
certainly result in a increased appreciation of what can be done to 
make the home healthier, happier and safer. The study of diatetics, 
health, first aid, etiquette and clothing design will make these young 
ladies better home makers. 


The commercial course, though not designed to produce skilled 
secretaries does meet a need in the area to girls who are prepared to 
take jobs of a clerical nature, who have a knowledge of the fundamen- 
tal skills involved, and a foundation upon which to build greater skill. 


The student who has further education in mind reaps profit 
from being able to attend classes conducted by men and women who 
are trained specifically for their jobs. No longer does the history 
teacher teach chemistry and the science teacher teach English. The re- 
sults of this program are extremely difficult to evaulate, but these 
students will assuredly find the jump from high school to college 
much less difficult after four years under such teachers. 


Nothing is worthwhile in a school unless it results in a learning 
process. The conclusion that intelligent use of leisure time has be- 
come one of America’s most pressing problems is beyond dispute. In 
these times of the eight hour day industry and seasonal occupations in 
our own area, men and women now find themselves faced with the 
problem of “what to do”. To go a step further, the ability to “get 
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along” with ones neighbors often means success in personal life while 
lack thereof may result in unhappiness at home and in the communi- 
ty. 

The activities program is designed to meet the needs of the stu- 
dents in the so-important facets of life. These young people are 
learning to participate in activities of a social nature which will teach 
them to take a place in their community in which they can play a 
vital part. We can’t all be musicians, debaters, athletes, orators, arch- 
ers and dramatists, but hobbies and friendships which grow out of 
participation in these and other activities available at Sumner can 
have a lasting effect on the social growth of these young people. 


There are approximatelyy thirty activities carried on by the 
students of this school which range all the way from horseshoes to 
interscholastic debating in the. Hancock County League. These ac- 
tivities are financed by the people who attend various activities, from 
which the fund receives its revenue. The classes operate independent- 
ly from the school as far as finances are concerned. The activities 
which are open to the school as a whole are administered by the stu- 
dent council. 


I have prepared a brief financial statement to illustrate the 
surprisingly large amount of money involved in financing the pro- 
gram.

I herewith submit a brief report of the service rendered the 
town of Winter Harbor by the Flanders Bay Health & T. B. Associa- 
tion for the period beginning January 1, 1953 to December 31, 1953. 


A routine school health program has been carried out during 
the year, consisting of, school inspection of 81 grade pupils and 
vision and hearing at High School; control of communicable disease, 
T. B. Patch testing, Immunization against Diphtheria, Whooping 
Cough, Tetanus, Vaccination against Small Pox given by Dr. Snitzer 
of the Radio Station, Heart and blood pressure examination of the 
basketball team at grammar and High School, Audiometer testing of 
all pupils above the fourth grade, Chest X-ray of school personnel, 
Teachers, Cafeteria Workers, bus drivers and janitors, Sanitary in- 
spection of school building, conference with teachers and pupils re-— 
garding corrections necessary for a health promotion certificate of- 
fered to pupils who qualify. 


Routine school room visits have been made and help given 
teachers with these health problems whenever needed.

I extend thanks to all who have helped with the Nursing pro- 
gram, with special mention of the co-operation of Selectmen, members 
of the School Board, Superintendent of Schools, Health Committee 
members, teachers, and parents. We thank Dr. Wynor of the Radio 
‘Station for his help in completing our school immunization and 
examination of the basketball teams.

Re: Audit of the Flanders Bay Community School District 
January 1, 1952 to January 23, 1953 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Flanders Bay Community School District for the period January 1, 
1952 to January 23, 1953. The audit included an examination of the 
records maintained by the Treasurer of the District. 


The Treasurer maintained three separate accounts: one for the 
construction project on the school building, one for operation of the 
school and a third for the gymnasium construction project. Because 
the bonded indebtedness and carrying charges of the school building 
project were being paid through the operating account, it was con- 
sidered necessary to combine these two accounts on a common balance 
sheet. A seperate balance sheet is submitted for the gymnasium 
account. 


Separate statements of cash receipts and disbursements have 
been prepared for the three accounts. Due to the fact that all operat- 
ing revenue had not been received at the close of the period under 
examination and two operating payrolls had not been paid, it was 
considered desirable to include a statement of operating revenues 
and expenses. 


Additional bonds in the amount of $38,000 were issued during 
the year and bonds amounting to $7,000.00 of the previous issue were 
retired. 


At the end of the year the equity in the school building was 
$1,291.40 and in the gymnasium project $30,112.48. This difference 
is due to the fact that all gymnasium funds have been raised by 
popular subscription. Two busses were purchased from school con- 
struction funds at a cost of $10,299.56 which reduced the equity ac- 
cordingly. A third bus was purchased from the operating account. 


It is believed that the balance sheets and supporting statements 
fairly present the financial position of the District at January 23, 
1953 and the result of its operations for the period then ended.

January 15, 1953 to January 15, 1954 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Winter Harbor for the year ended January 15, 1954. 


Scope of Audit 


This audit included an examination of the records maintained 
by the Selectmen, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


While all transactions were not examined in detail, such test 
checks were made as seemed appropriate. All assets and liability 
accounts were reviewed and direct verification was made to the 
extent deemed necessary. 


Assets 


The cash balance as reflected by the records of the Treasurer at 
the year’s end was verified by reconciliation of the bank balance with 
the statement furnished by the depository bank. 


Accounts Receivable are comprised of amounts due from the 
State for snow removal and miscellaneous items due from others as 


detailed in Schedule A-1. 


The record of collections made by the Tax Collector was re- 
viewed and it was ascertained that these collections had been de- 
posited with the Town Treasurer. The Collector’s copies of the excise 
tax receipts were added and the total so obtained was found to be in 
agreement with the amount shown by the Treasurer’s records. 


All tax lien accounts were checked and the resulting individual 
balances supported by inspection of the liens on file. These liens had 
been properly recorded at Registry of Deeds. 


The tax acquired property account represents properties taken 
over by the Town through expired tax liens. 


The securities and savings bank books representing the invest- 
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ment of trust funds were examined in detail and it was ascertained 
that the funds were legally invested. Unexpended income in the 
amount of $25.00 was in the General Fund. 


All income had been accounted for and expenditures appeared 
to be proper and in conformity with te requirement of the trusts. 


Liabilities 
At the year’s end unpaid bills amounted to $4,460.58. 


Notes outstanding at the close of the year represent the balance 
due on notes issued in 1949 for the purpose of refunding the Town’s 
indebtedness. 


During the year, $1,000.00 was paid on outstanding notes from 
the appropriation made for that purpose. 


Payroll deductions for Withholding taxes, Pension and Teadht. 
ers’ Retirement Fund were held in the General Fund pending proper 
dates of settlement with the respective Governmental Agencies. 


Deferred Revenue 


The 1954 excise taxes collected prior to the close of books is 
being carried forward to the 1954 municipal year for proper alloca- 
tion. 


Reserve for Authorized Expenditures 


This account represents the unexpended balances carried for- 
ward to the ensuing year. 


From an examination of the departmental accounts it was de- 
termined that the net unexpended balances carried forward to the © 
ensuing year was $2,060.13. The detail is shown on Exhibit D. 


Surplus 


At the close of books January 15, 1954, the Town had a deficit 
of $257.03, as compared with a surplus of $425.17 at the close of 
books on January 15, 1953. 


An analysis of change in Unappropriated Surplus for the 
period under examination is presented in Exhibit E.
